A NEGRO WOMAN APPLIES THE MATCH. 


And the Murderer’s Soul Is Swiftly Sent 
Into Eternity—The Criminal News 
of the Day Generally. 


New ORLEANS, October 26.—A Picayune’s 
Queen City, Tex., special says: The negro, 
Lee Green, who murdered the family of 
Farmer Lowe, seven miles. west of Queen 
City, Saturday, was arrested last night near 
Kildare, and hurried tothe jail at Lindon.’ A 
crowd appeared at the jail at 5 o’clock this 
morning and demanded. the keys from the 
sheriff’s wife, who was forced to deliver them. 

The determined men who composed the 
party took Green from the jail and locked the 
door, and delivered the keys back to the 
sheriff’s wife, The sheriff was absent with a 
posse hunting the negro. They took him to 
the scene of the tragedy and turned him over 
to the husband of the murdered woman, who 
obtained a full conféssion from him. 

Ail day long men from adjoining counties, 
as well as fromal! partsof this state, contin- 
ued to arrive at Lowe’s farm. 

Chained to a Tree. 

At 2:30 o’clock a trace chain was placed 
about Green’s neckljand fastened to @ tree so as 
to hold him in a standing position. At this 
stage of the proceedings forty-six negro men 
piled fagots high upon and around him and 
an old negress touched the match toit, and in 
a few minutes his soul passed into eternity, 
only fifty-six hours after those of his victims. 


DROPPED INTO THE SLOT. 


Masked Robbers Visit a Street Railroad 
Office. 

OMAHA, Neb., October 26.—Four masked 
men entered the oftice of the Omaha Street 
Railway Company at 11 o’clock this morning 
and, at the point of revoivers, compelled Su- 
perintendent Beals and two assistants to throw 
up their hands while the burglars blew open 
the safe. They drilled a hole and filled it 
with giant powder. When the explosion oc- 
curred the safe door was blown twenty feet, 
and car starters and others employed in the 
barn adjoining rushed up to the office to see 
what was the matter. They were met at the 
door by two of the burglars with revolvers, 
who instructed them to return to work, which 
they did. The safe contained $1,200, all of 
which was taken.

EXPLOSION AND A BLAZE. 


Worth of 


Nearly Half a Million Dollars’ 
Property Destroyed. 


Louisvitte, Ky., October 26.—By a boiler 
explosion here this afternoon one man was 
killed, several persons injured, and nearly half 
@ million dollars’s worth of property destroyed. 

At 6 o’clock William R. Adams, fireman at 
the electric light plant of the Louisville Gas 
Company, was throwingcoal in the furnace 
when one of the nest of seven boilers let go.

There investigations had shown that Charles 

tiggan, one of the Baltimore’s petty officers, 
was brutally assaulted by several Chileans 
while he was riding ona street car. Riggan 
resisted, but was dragged from the car and 
murdered by a pistol shot, in the arms of his 
companion, Turnbell, another of the Balti- 
more’s wounded men, who died today from his 
injuries. He received no less than eighteen 
shot wounds in the back, two of them pene- 
trating his lung. . 

The Policemen Were Rough. 

After giving a full list of the Baltimore’s 
crew who were injured by the mob, Mr. 
Egan’s statement called attention to the fact 
that thirty-five of the cruiser’s crew were, on 
the day of the riots, arrested, unnecessary vio- 
lence being used by the police, and that they 
were detained in custody without due cause. 

In conclusion Mr. Egan said that 
surgeons of the United States war- 
ships expressed the opinion that some 
of the wounds inflicted upo& the American 


sailors were bayonet wounds and that this 


clearly showed that the police officers of Val- 
paraiso, who are armed with bayonets, took part 
in the attack. 

The Americans were without arms and 
practically defenseless. 

Mr. Egan, in presenting Chilean junta with 
this statement of the assault on the American 
sailors, ress n distinct terms the feeling 
of great | ation which the state départ- 
ment at Washington fee!s at the whole affair, 
and especially at the brutal conduct of the po- 
lice of Valparaisofn jeining with the mob in 
the latter’s attack upon the Baltimore’s sea- 
men, and in drawing their bayonets and using 
them against the unarmed Americans. 

Egan also particularly called attention to 
the additional brutality of the police of 
Valparaiso in using horses to drag the Ameri- 
cans to prison. 

Reparation Demanded. 

After making a brief but pointed summary 
of facts, to which hehad been instructed to 
call attention, Minister Egan informed the 
representatives of the junta that, in the name 
of the United States, he demanded reparation 
for the insults and injuries complained of. 

Now, the question which arises is, what 
will be the action of the Chilean govern- 
ment? As it appears now, there seems to be 
no doubt that the junta_i'will 
soon make the reparation demanded. Nat- 
urally the action taken today by Minister 
Egan is attracting the attention of foreign 
ministers and of foreigners generally who are 
residents of this repdblic. 

The sympathy of the American colony is 
entirely with Captain Schley and bis blue 
jackets, and they are one and all glad to re- 
ceive the news made public today that an- 
other United States war vessel, the Boston, 
had actually sailed for these waters. The

ANOTHER TRESTLE FIRE. 


The Tramp Slept Until His Fire Extended 
the Trestle. 


ANNISTON, Ala., October 26.—[Special.J— 
Passenger train No, 1, on the Birmingham and 
Atlantic road, was wrecked and the coaches 
burned, this morning at 7 o’clock. The-train 
consisted of two coaches, and one freight car 
loaded with cotton. Just after leaving Ragan’s 
the train rounded a sharp curve. When 
reaching the straight track again, Engineer 
Northeutt discovered a high trestle in flames, 
and some of the bents already fallen.

Conductor Northcutt sustained the worst in- 
juries, though his were not dangerous. En- 
gineer Northcutt and his fireman were pulled 
out of the engine by some of the passengers. 
The trestle caught fire from a small cottage 
near by in which a tramp had slept last night. 

This morning about 4 o’clock he awoke to 
find the trestle on fire, but was so badly 
frightened that he ran off without an effort to 
put the fire out. He was arrested a few hours 
later and confessed to having made the fire in 
the house. He was incarcerated in the Talla 
dega jail.

The Young Lord Must Be Tried by 
Commoners. 


THAT DASH HE GUT IN LONDON. 


Mr. Pendleton Tella How the Scamp Was 
Discovered—His Trip to Rome—A 
Sensational Day. 


Rome, Ga., October 26.—[Special.]—From 
the morning hour, when the case was called, 
till the sun had gone down, tho battle of 
the “lord’”’ was fought, and the seats of the 
amphitheater were crowded with eager 
lookers-on, who sat there and wondered 
whether John Buli’s subject or the great 
state of Georgia would bite the dust. Just 
as the sun was sinking Georgia won all she 
was fighting for, and John Bull must face a 
jury of twelve plain men who have no title 
to their names. That the trial should have 
proceeded so far today is thought to be ex- 
peditious, for in the history of Roman juris- 
prudence never has a case been so closely 
fought. From the grandest doctrines of 
states’ rights to the tiniest point of-a jus- 
tice court has it been fought. But ‘here is 
‘the story as it happened: 

The Day’s Proceedings. 

It was just 10:30 o’clock when the sheriff 
and Sidney Lascelles, alias Walter Beresford, 
arrived at the courthouse. Mrs. Lascelles, 
wife of the prisoner; Captain and Mrs. W. G. 
McKenzie,and Rev. Mr. Hudgins, the Episco- 
pal minister and his wife occupied seats by 
the side cf the defendant. A great crowd had 
gathered in the courtroom, and eyes were 
turned in full gaze upon the ‘“‘lord’’ and Mrs. 


o0 ft” 


“The “‘lord’’ was elegantly attired. Here is 
what he hadon: A dark suit of clothes, cuta- 
way coat, English white vest, gray necktie, 
black hosiery with steel gray stripes, patent- 
leather shoes and derby hat. His hair was 
parted with geometrical conciseness down the 
middle, and his mustache curled beautifully. 
This attire was very attractive to the eyes of 
observers, and a whisper fell from more than 
one pair of lips, “Don’t he look like a lord,’’ 

Then his wife did not escape the curious 
‘gaze of the crowd ; but she sat there seemingly 
perfectly indifferent to the eyes turned towards 
her. Her attire was handsome. A gray 
dress with a delicate cream bodice and a 
black stripe down it, with a _ pretty 
gray over jacket, bound by _ rich 
blue cords, a dainty little flowered hat with 
autumn leaves, and gloves to match the 
bodice, anda blue fan was her pretty costume. 

Court Called to Order. 

The time had arrived for the trial, and 
when the sheriff had rapped for order, the 
ease of the state vs. Sidney Lascelles, alias 
Walter S. Beresford, charged with forgery, 


“was sounded. 

From the very start the battle began. There 
were Dean & Smith, Seaborn & Moses Wright, 
Walter Vandiver, Ewing & Crosby, and Cap- 
tain C. Rowell, 7epresenting Beresford, and 
the state’s counsel were Solicitor General 
Nunnally, Judge Joel Branham, Colonel D. 
B. Hamilton, Colonel W. 8. McHenry, W. J. 
Neel and Donald Harper. 

The defense bit the first lick. Four demur- 
rers were filed: First, that the state should 
elect one count of indictment; second, that the 
foreman of the grand jury was a kinsman of 
the prosecutor; third, that the former bill for 
the same offense had been quashed; fourth, 
that Judge Joel Branham, attorney for the 
prosecution, had appeared before the grand 
jury and advised them on the bill found. 

When Mr. Dean had read the demurrer, 
Judge Branham inatantaneously arose to ex- 
plain that he had appeared before the grand 
jury, but only in place of the solicitor general, 
and that he wanted it understood he didn’t 
advise them, or go outside of his duty. | 

After the demurers were filed. Captain 
Ewing made the pleato the jurisdiction that 
as Walter S. Beresford had been expedited 
from the state or New York under two charges, 
and that now, since they had got him here, 
they had indicted him for another offense that 
was unfair and in bad faith; that the governor 
of New York allowed the prisoner to be brought 
for the trial of two offenses only. 

The sovereignty of the states was discussed, 
and numerous authorities were cited. The de- 
fense argued for three and one-half hours, 
but Judge Maddox overruled the motion. 

The kinship of the foreman of the grand 
jury was then argued, but the court overruled 
the motion. The appearance of the prosecut- 
ing attorney before the grand jury was also 
overruled. 

Judge Maddox Takes a Hand. 


At 5:30 o’clock Judge Maddox said: 

‘wir. Sheriff, call the jury.” 

**Your honor,’’ said Mr. Dean, “we have some 
Cemurrers on the bill of indictment,” and then 
Mr. Dean argued on the charge of separate 
offenses, but the demurrers were overruled. 

The clock struck 4 o’clock and the panel of 
jurors were called, as the strike began. It 
did not take long to get the jury, for in thirty 
minutes the jury filed into the box.

“I was secretary of the Corporate Sale Syn- 
dicate of New York, and was at the Montague 
mansion, @ private hotel of London, just op- 
posite the British museum. My wife and two 
children were with me. Ic was there I first 
heard of him. Beresford met my little eleven- 
ear-old_ son, Charley, and asked about our 
r1otel. He said he had just arrived from India. 
He petted Charley, gave him foreign stamps 
and coin.” Mr. Pendleton telegraphed Mr. 
McGuire, of New York, president of the syn- 
dicate, that he would return on the Umbria. 
Mr. McGuire cabled him to wait. “Charlev 
told Beresford about the voyage on 
the Umbria. Beresford said ‘he was 
going. He asked meif I was from Georgia.

THE FORSYTH FIRE. 


Six Handred Bales of Cotton Destroyed by 
’ a Flame. 

ForsytH, Ga., October 26.—{Special.]—At 
9 o’clock this morning the town was thrown 
into a state of excitement by the alarm of fire. 
It was soon discovered in the.totton yards of 
the Central railroad. Phe flames spread 
rapidly, and before the éngine could reach the 
fire the entire lof Of cotton was one big blaze.

The Spark of an Engine. 

The origin of the fire is uncertain, but is 
supposed to be from the sparks of a passing 
freight train which had passed about 
five minutes before the discovery was 
made, The amount of cotton in the 
yard was unusually large, it being the 
accumulation of the past week. Colonel 
Adams, the road’s agent at this place, being 
unable to get cars for shipment, the entire 
loss will fall on the Central, as the shippers 
had delivered the cotton and had receipts forit, 

A Fireman Killed. 

George Gordon, colored, while helping to 
carry the fire engine to the yard, was run 
over by the engine and fatally hurt, the front 
wheels passing over his body, and Athe rear 
ones knocking him off the track. Gene Tay- 
lor, colored, was also hurt by a piece of lum- 
ber in the hands of the workers, being struck 
on the head and cutting a deep gash in the 
left side of his face. 

The road had the Griffin fire department 
here at 12 o’clock, but as there were no cisterns 
here they could do no good. The fire is under 
complete control now.

The Status of the Stocks Discussed at 
Length. 


THE HOLD OF GENERAL THOMAS, 


The Relations Between the East Tennessee 
and the Richmond Terminal 
Discussed. 


New Yorx, October 26.—[{Special.]—Wall 
street became aware today that harmony no 
longer reigns among the directors of the 
Richmond Terminal company. While the 
officers of the company deny that there is any 
trouble, it is well known that dissatisfaction 
with the present mahagement exists. 

The plan of funding the floating debts of the 
company, the ofticers have several times an- 
nounced, was progressing favorably. But there 
isa hitch, and it seems to be a serious one. 
The feeling on the street today is that 
something is going to happen in connection 
with Richmond Terminal affairs, and that it 
will happen very soon. President Inman and 
other officers of the company still decline to 
discuss the situation in detaii. 

The Sun’s Review. 

The Evening Sun, in its Wall street depart- 
ment, today publishes the following as au- 
thentic: 

Efforts to ascertain anything definite and val- 
uable about Richmond Terminal affairs do not 
meet with marked snccess, but here are a few 
facts about the company: The total floating debt, 
as previously stated, is $9,000,000. Of this the 
East Tennessee owes $1,100,000, the Georgia Cen- 
tral $3,900,000, and the Richmond and Danville 
$4,000,000. Mr. Thomas has looked after the Fast 
Tennessee debt, leaving $7,900,000 to be provided 
for. Of this the $3,900,000 of the Georgia Central 
is particularly pressing. It is said that Speyer & 
Co. will provide for funding this debt, but no 
authoritative announcement has been made. 

The reports of schisms in the board have some 
foundation. The Inman-Calhoun management 
has not satisfied all concerned. This is one 
reason why these gentlemen have found trouble 
in getting their floating debts funded. The 
Thomas-Brice party isa very light facter in the 
management now. Its holdings of the securities 
are not large. Mr. Inman would like it if Messrs. 
Thomas and Brice would come to the rescue of 
the Richmond terminal. These gentlemen would 
like to do so, but their terms are understood to 
be very exacting. In fact, they include the de- 
thronement, perhaps the actual retiring froi the 
board, of the Inman-Calhoun faction. It is un- 
fortunate for the Teriminal peorle that even this 
amount of friction should exist between the two 
parties. 

Mr. Thomas has a strong grip on the Terminal 
company, while his own interest in the company 
is light. 
nessee passed out of the Terminal’s control. Pre- 
viously, through ita holdings of the preferred 
Stocks, the Terminal has controlled the road. 
Since that date the common and preferred stocks 
have had equal voting power, and the Terminal 
only owns §21,000,000 out of the $57,000,000 stock 
of the East Tennessee. 

Among the collaterals which secure the Rich- 
mond Terminal 6s are $6,000,000 of first preferred 
stock of the East Tennessee. Amniong the collat- 
erals which secure the Richmond Terminal 5s 
are $2,283,200 of East Tennessee first preferred 
and $4,225,000 of East Tennessee second preferred. 
The interest on the East Tennessee first preferred 
swelled the Richmond Terméinal’s income ac- 
count last year $446,320. Withont that the 
Terminal would have shown a <deficit of 
$237,990 for the year. Now Mr. Thomas con- 
trola the East Tennessee road. Is it not 
cleag, then, that he has the Terminal com- 
pany in his power? He only geeds_ to 
pass the East Tennessee dividend to réduce the 
Terminai’s income $448,320, and to cause a shatter- 
ing of confidence in the coilateral 6s and Ss, which 
wonid seriously affect their price, It is under- 
stood that the East Tennessee company has earned 
jess than 1 per centon the first preferred during 
the past year. It has been openly stated that the 
dividend will be reduced, at least, if not passed. 

Mr. Thomas this morning said that the question 
would be decided at the meeting about November 
10th. He could not say what action would be taken.

IT IS SETTLED. 


Ex-Agent Wynn of the Alliance Exchange 
Makes Good His Shortage. 

The Wynn shortage case has been settled at 
last. 

The money has been paid and the papers 
formally transferred. 

The alliance exchange, of which Wynn is 
ex-agent, does ot lose a cent. ‘ 

Yesterday mornxing a meeting was held for 
the purpose of ailowing Wynn to make good 
the shortage in his fecounts. 

It took place at the ottice of the exchange’s 
attorneys, Messrs./ Calhoun, King & Spald- 
ing. Messrs. Wyzin, Colonel Broughton, mana- 
ger of the exchange, Colonel Peek and several 
attorneys were present to arrange for the 
formal transfer. : 

Wynn turned over to Colonel Broughton, to 
offset his shortage: 

Twenty-tive hundred dollars in cash. 

Real estate, stocks and bonds, with a nomi- 
nal value of $20,000. 

A bond for $5,000, signed by Messrs. T. H. 
and J. J. Wynn, G. B. Everett and W. I. 
Zachry, to make good any deticit which 
might occur should the property not realize 
sufticient tocover the inde btedness, with the 
assistance of the cash money, 32,500. 

Tne exact amount of the shortage 
$20,891.36. 

Immediately after the meeting Colonel 
Broughton had areal estate dealer look into the 
property and ascertain its worth. It was pro- 
nounced all right and not atall misrepresented 
by the ex-agent. Colone! Broughton and Mr. G 
Bb. Everett were appointed trustees to dispose 
of it. 

“Itis a great thing for the exchange,” said 
Colonel Broughton. ‘“‘Inst2ad of a surplus of 
$5,000, as Wynn made his books show, there 
was acdeficit of nearly twenty-one thousand 
doilars—and every cent of it is paid back. I 
shall convert the property into cash immedi-

A Lay Sermon. 

We have been inclined to think, especially 
during these latter days, that some of those 
who occupy the pulpits of our churches fail 
to appreciate, in all its bearings and reia- 
tions, the position they occupy, neglect to 
take into account the far-reaching and mani- 
fold character of its responsibilities and neg- 
lect the opportunities that meet them on 
every hand. In the very nature of things, 
the pulpit is at the head of our social organ- 
ization. It has, or ought to have, more 
power and influence than the press, for it 
has behind it not only the religious, but the 
moral, sentiment of the people. A little re- 
flection will show that this extraordinary 
power carries with it extraordinary responsi- 
bility. This responsibility grows partly out 
of the fact that the individuals who occupy 
the pulpit are under obligations, not only 
to the great Founder of their system, but to 
those who sustain and support them, to 
keep their calling up to its high level, to 
guard its dignity and to extend its power 
and influence. 

The pulpit stands on a high hill and in 
the light. WheneVer those who occupy it 
depart from the plain teachings of the 
Savior, they are sure to bring themselves 
and their calling into disrepute. This 
should not be so, yet it is so. The multi- 
tude are critical, and their criticism fre- 
quently lacks the basis of reason. It is 
not reasonable, for instance, that the autics, 
capers and unrestrained*chatter of an indi- 
vidual should react on the pulpit itself, 
Yet so itis. There is a loss of efficacy, a 
lapse of influence. The theory of the 
scoffers—and there are multitudes of 
these—is that if one minister lack grace 
of mind and heart, there is doubt about 
the rest. 

At this moment a neighboring city is 
stirred from center to circumference by the 
wholesale denunciations of prominent peo- 
ple which have recently emanated from one 
of the pulpits of the town. These denun- 
ciations, we are told, included ladies of 
social prominence and standing, and were 
not without a flavor of that malice which 
strangles piety and cripples religion. We 
opserve, too; in the same community and 
from the same pulpit, a vicious and un- 
called-for fling at another church. All 
these things, if we may be permitted to say 
s0, are calculated to injure the cause of re- 
‘ligion in the minds of the thoughtless, and 
to bring it into disrepute. It is true that 
there i: not a semblance of religion in them, 
and no warrant for them in the life and 
words of the Savior, but they are thundered 
forth from jhe pulpit, and that institution is 
held responsible for them. 

Anotier matter which we have already 
called attention to suggests itself here, 
namely—tle ignorant criticism which has 
recently been hurled against the spectacle 
of King Solomon by preachers and by the 
‘self-appointed censors of morals who are 
not less busy now than they were when our 
Lord rebuked them in the temple and on 
the highways. What is the upshot of all 
this denunciation, based entirely on hear- 
say? Why, simply that those who engaged 
in it have been made rr)! culous by the facte. 
One of the last men in the world to make 
a compromise with even a hint or suspicion 
of immorality would be Dr. Hawthorne; in- 
deed, he is noted for his extreme and rigid 
views. Yet he saw the King Solomon 
spectacle from beginning to end, and he 
announced from his pulpit that there is 
nothing in the affair offensive or indeco- 
rous—certainly nothing to justify the criti- 
cisms that have been passed upon it by 
those who never saw it. 

Since this exhortation has developed into 
a lay sermon, we may as well apply a moral 
that seems to be less familiar than it ought 
to be. One of the most important facts in 

Christ’s early career—apart from the insti- 
tution of the new dispensation—was His 
contest against the Pharisees, and His most 
bitter enemies belonged to the Pharisee ele- 
ment known as Sabbatarians. These things 
ought to be borne in mind by those who 
undertake to extract intolerance out of the 


buked the Pharisees—especially the Sab- 
batarians. His life and His religion area 
perpetuat rebuke to the intolerance for 
whigh Pharisaism is as responsible now as 
it in the days of Christ and the apostles. 


Many Will Mourn Him. 

The death, yesterday morning, of Hon. 
Stephen D. Thomas, of Athens, will carry 
sorrow to many a fireside in Georgia. 

Mr. Thomas, like his friend, Colonel Ben 
Yancey, whose death occurred only a day or 
two before his own, was one of the finest 
types of the old-time southern gentlemen 
that we have ever had among us. He 
leaves several sons and daughters to mourn 
his death, who are generally recognized as 
among the brightest and most accomplished 
men and women in Georgia. 

Mr. Thomas was one of the oldest and 
most respected citizens of Athens. He-was 
the leading spirit of the organization of the 
Southern Mutual Insurance Company, and 
contributed more than any other one man to 
its success. His ability, his Christian - vir- 
tues and his charming social graces made 
him popwar in every circle, and he leaves 
us in his peaceful old age full 6f honors and 
full of years. All hisJjfe he was a potential 
factor in society and in the formation — of 4 
public opfhion, without ever seeking a con- 
Spieuous place. No nian in Georgia was 
more generally beloved, and his death will 
be sincerely regretted by thousands, 

The old-time southern gentlemen who 
made our ante-bellum civilization the most 
beneficent ever known are rapidly leaving us 
to join the majority. The other day. it was 
Colonel Yancey, and now it is Mr. Thomas. 
The places of such men can never be filled, 
but their fragrant memories will remain 
with us.

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Where Intensive Farming Pays. 

According to a recent census report in the 
United States 554,440 acres of land are em- 
ployed by the truck farmers, and the total 
value of the produce is $76,517,155. More 
than one hundred million dollars capital are 
invested, and the net value of the products 
is $76,517,150 afier deducting freights and 
commissions. This industry gives employ- 
ment to 216,765 men, 9,254 women, and 
14,874 children; and also utilizes 75,866 ani- 
mals and eight million nine hundred and 
seventy-one thousand two hundred and six 
dollars’ worth of implements. 

The great truck region is along the At- 
lantic coast, and of the total area of 534,- 
410 acres nearly thrée hundred thousand 
arein the southern states. In the total 
value of the products the south is credited 
with nearly thirty-five millian dollars. The 
best truck farming territory in the south is 
not half taken up, although the value oi 
land is lower than in any other trucking 
region. The Richmond New South, speak- 
ing of this bulletin says:. 

In looking over the tables in this bulletin we 
find -hat the northern and western truckers realize 
a greater net income from one acre than is made 
by those in the southern districts. For instance, 
in New England the net profit on an acre of as- 
paragus, beets, cabbare, watermelons, peas and 
tomatoes 18 respectively $216.66, $200, $185.83, $100, 
$130, and $290; while the best results in .the south 
are for the same vegetables—asparagus, $166.06 
(Mississippi valley); beets, $95 (south Atlantic); 
cabbage, $128.35 ( Mississippi valley); watermelons 
$46 (Norfolk); peas, $109 (Mississippi valley); to- 
matoes, $117.50 (Mississippi valley). In a few in- 
stances the district classed as “southwest’’ is 
higher, but this district includes Texas, Arkansas, 
Kansas and Missouri. We have not given the 
figures as we have no means of determining the 
amount properly belouging to Kansas. 

The difference in favor of the New Eng- 
land farmers is not due to superior trans- 
portation facilities, but to the system of in- 
tensive farming adopted in that region. In- 
tensive farming may not pay in the cotton 
industry, but the fact has been demonstrated 
that it paysin truck farming. The matter 
needs no further elaboration here. Enough 
has been said to direct the attention of 
southern truck farmers to the very keynote 
of this growing industry.

The Cotton Baling Problem. 

Planters declare that there is no money in 
cotton at the prices which have prevailed in 
recent years. As the world’s crop is an- 
nually greater than tlre world’s absolute 
need, there is no reason to expect that the 
range of prices will go higherin the future 
than in the past. 

Manual labor will not get any cheaper for 
the tendency there is ever towards an _in- 
crease. Labor-saving machinery may be in- 
troduced however, and by reducipg the cost 
of production and preparation for market 
enable the planter to net more for his crop. 

One middleman, the factor, is gradually 
disappearing from the cotton trade. Ex- 
porters and domestic spinners send their 
agents into the country and buy direct 
from the country merchant, whereas their 
universal practice in the past was to buy 
from the city merchant or seaport factor. 
The factors admit that their occupation is 
going. A few here and there enjoy special 
arrangements with the railroads which give 
thm an advantage over the exporters, or at 
least put them on an equal footing with him. 
But the middleman known as the factor is 
disappearing. 

Now there is another middleman who will 
eventually disappear, and he is the hydraulic 
compress owner, Cotton is packed twice 
now, It is first made into the cumbersome 
plantation bale and that goes to the powerful 
compress and is reduced one-half in bulk. 
Many active brains and skillful hands have 
endeavored to save this extra handling of 
the bale and make the first compressing re- 
duce it to the smaller size, The difficulty 
has been that not enough power could be 
obtained at the country gin to compress 500 
pounds of cotton into a bale of less than fifty 
cubic feet, while the railroads and ships de- 
mand a five-hundred-pound bale of twentv- 
five cubic feet or less, 

A year or two ago, a Texas grocer of in- 
ventive mind hit upon a principle which 
solves the problem and enables the ginner 
to make a bale as small as the bale turned 
out by the powerful compresses,and of greater 
density and at less expense than the planta- 
tion bale is made. This does away with the 
big compresses at one stroke. It is esti- 
mated that the invention will save directly 
to the planter from one dollar to two dollars 
and a half per bale, and to the south from 
seven million to twenty million dol- 
lars a year, or to Georgia’s planters from one 
million to two million five hun-4 
dred thousand dollars annually. The process, 
which is simple in principle, compresses the 
cotton as it is ginned by passing it between 
rollers and making it into a web which is 
laid layer upon ldyer in the bale. The air 
and elasticity are thus eliminated in large 
part before the pressure is exerted on the 
bulk. As described more fully in another

column, the process makes a bale of uniform | 
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! size and of a density of twenty-five pounds 


. forthe insects would not come into existence in 


to the eubic fo8t. This process requires ‘no 
more power than is used in making the plan- 
tation bale, hence the cost is no greater, and 
as a matter of fact it is less. 

When a Dale is turned out by this process 
it is ready to be loaded on a car and carried 
through to Manchester. The plantation 
bale has tu be carried to a distant compress, 
unloaded, pressed into smaller bulk, re 
loaded and hauled on to the port or,domestic 
mill. 

Suecessful compressing at the country gin 
will be a boon to the railroads. With the 
same rolling stock they. can carry twice the 
amount of cotton, they will get just as 
much for haulitig a small bale,as a large one 
and will save the dead weight extra cars 
besides having them for othey traffic. 

As the roller process is being successfully 
operated in Texas and at the Piedmont ex- 
position, and as it promises to save so much 
to the planter, it fully merits the closest in- 
vestigation and study by Georgia’s cutton 
men. 


The Silver Issue in New York. 

The Boston Journal is very much worried 
over the silver plank in the platform of the 
New York democracy, justas some of its 
brother goldolators are worried over TH® 
CONSTITUTION’S statement that the plank 
is perfectly satisfactory to those who favor 
the free coinage of silver. The matter 
seems to be a great mystery to the goldola- 
tors—especially to some of the democratic 
goldolators inthe east; but, after ail, it is 
very simple. 

The free coinage democrats are ‘‘opposed 
to the.coinage of a silver dollar which is 
not ofthe intrinsic value of any other dollar 
of the United States,’’ and they are opposed 
to the present silver law, which degrades 
bullion, and which will carry the country 
into the regions of fiat money by Issuing 
certificates based on a fluctuating com- | 
modity. 

The only way to escape the evil effects of 
the law is to re-establish the free coinage of 
silver.

On the 
farmer’s application the chancellor sends him half 
adozen. The farmer putstwo or three hundred 
heathly bugs in a bottle with them, and ali cet in- 
fected. tle next distributes them over his wheat 
fields,and in bess than a fortnight the ground is eoy- 
ered with dead bugs. The scheme does savor of 
distributing yellow fever germs, plague rags, chol- 
era and typhus infection in war, and also poison- 
ing watch dogs, with the distinction, however, 
that chinch bugs have no right which sci- 
ence is bound to respect. Indeed, science might 
well strundappalied as her own triumph, in so 
radically disturbing the apparent balance of 
ature. Butthis disturbance is only apparent, 


such numbers but for man’s planting wheat, of 
which it seems tiat they have been destroying 
one hundred million dollars’ worth yearly. Hence 
the misguided creatures are only paying the 
penalty of their own unwarranted assumption 
that it was planted forthem. Thus the inocula- 
tion plan is defensible inthe forum of morals, a 
fact of no small moment toa conscience so often 
disquieted as that of Kansas. 


THe St. PETERSBURG correspondent of The 
Standard says that the approach of frost has 
caused a renewal of ths cries of distress.

The Story from Macon. 

Macon, Ga., October 26.—[Special.}—La t 
night, about 8 o’clock, asa tramp was walking 
from Oconee, on the Central railroad, about 
Sixty miles from Macon, en route to Savannah, 
he discovered the trestle near Oconee on fire. 
The tramp didn’t continue to Tennille, as he 
thought the people there might think he had 
fired the trestle, and would arrest him, so he 
returned to Oconee and awakened the agent of 
the road and notified him of the burning 
trestle.

Eight Trestles on Fire.

For- 
tunately the scene of the fire is in a well- 
timbered country, and a large force of 
hands were put to work repairing the dam- 
age, and by this afternoon the trestles had 
been repaired, and passenger trains are 
now running betweon Savannah and Macon. 

The first train to reach Macon from Savan- 
nah since yesterday afternoon arrived this 
afternoon abort 4 o'clock. 

By the Friends of Express Robbers. 

The rai)road officials think the burning was 
done by friends of the express robbers, who 
aré now in jail for having robbed the ex- 
press car near Forsyth, about two months 
ago. The firing of the trestle is considered 
as the execution, in part, of the threats of 
the robbers’ friends to wreak vengeance on 
the express and railway officials if the rob- 
bers were not promptly roleased from the 
jail. It is a coincidence, indeed, that the 
lctter of threats from the robbers’ friends 
shocld have been set in type in THE Con- 
STITUTION office that very night of the 
burning of the trestle, and that it should ap- 
pear .o print today. 

Two Criminals Caught. 

It it reported here tonight that the mar- 
shal of Tennille pursued two men today on 
suspicion of having fired the trestle and 
arrested them, and they proved to be the 
brothers of Horton, one of the express rob- 
ers now in jail. The railroad authorities 
do not give the above arrests as official in- 
formation, but passengers coming in on the 
afternoon train say the arrest was reported 
at Tennille. 

The Central officials have been on the 
lookout for such a deed as that of © last 
night. One night last week the telegraph 
wire was cut with a hatchet near Davis- 
boro, and the trestle was fired, but it was 
extinguished without much damage. 
am Another Trestle Burning. 

News of another trestle being burned 
reached Macon this morning. This one was 
on the Fort Gaines branch of the Central 
road, at what is known as the 15lst mile 
post. Thw trestle was entirely consumed. 
The engine which was pulling train No. 
32, jumped over the burning place, and 
landed safely on the other side of the 
blaze. Seven empty cars fell through, and 
were completely wrecked. No one was hurt 
in any way. @ 

Material to rebuild the trestle has already 
been sent out on a work train in charge of 
Roadmaster Ed Ford. The trestle will be 
ready for trains to run tomorrow, 

Their Arrest, 

MinLEN, Ga., October 26.—[Special.]—The 
two brothers: of Horton, the express robber, 
who together with Braswe)]l and Thornton 
robbed the ®xpress car some time ago, drove to 
Tennille with a negro and bought a ticket from 
that point to Oconee.

A large number of representatives of the 
association met at its rooms in the 
old capitol about 8 o’clock, The 
Mail and Express, Editor Shep- 
ard, the report of the exercises on Grady day 
and Reporter Shriver were handled without 
gloves. 

The ears of the two newspaper men would 
have tingled had they been present to hear 
the hot shot, straight from the shoulder of the 
society.

While we question the good taste and wisdom

The ceremonies were participated in by all citi- 
zens, vieing with each other in showing respect to 
the memory of Mr. Grady. We beg to quote from 
his last speech in Boston: ‘This hour little needs 
the loyalty that is loyal to one. sec- 
tion and yet holds the other in 
enduring suspicion and estranyement. Give usa 
broad and pertect loyalty that loves and trusts’ 
Georgia alikeJwith Massachusetts, that knows no 
scith, no north, no east, no west, but endears with 
equal and patriotic love every foot of our soil, 
every state of our union.” 

Be it further resolved, That these resolutions be 
given to the Associated Press for general dis- 
semination, requesting that all publications in the 
north in harmony with the sentiments expressed, 
give gthem prominence in their columns;

William H. Koss, in a carriage drawn 
by four handsome black lorses, over which 
Captain T. M. Butner drew the ribbons.

SECRETARY WILSON TALKS 


About the Whitfield Bill and the Southeast- 
ern Tariff Association, 

Macon, Ga., October 26.—[{Special.]—Sec- 
retary E.S. Wilson, of the Macon. Fire In- 
surance Company, and a number ofthe execu- 
tive committee of the Southeastern Tariff As- 
sociation had a talk today with THE ConsrTI- 
TUTION in regard to the Whittield bill and the 
probable effect on the Southeastern Tariff As- 
sociation. 

He said that at first it looked as if all com- 
panies members of the Southern Tariff Asso- 
Ciation would have to withdraw from the 
state. Ifthisshould be donethe state would 
be in a very bad way in the insurance line. If 
adozen of the leading companies here were 
to withdraw the business men would find it a 
hard matter to obtain insurance on their 
stocks, But under the construction of the 
jaw made by Comptroller General Wright, 
companies can continue their membership in 
the association until specitic charges are made 
against them and itis proven that the cause 
for the charges lies with the association. 

Mr. Wilson does not think the law willhave 
any effect on the association. Some compa- 
bies may withdraw their membershiv. But 
hot many will do this. 

The association, so Mr. Wilson went on to 
explain, is not attempting, nor has attempted, 
to increase the rates of insurance. Its object 
isto decrease the fire hazard by plans and 
buggestions offered by its members in meeting 
assembled, and thereby to decrease the rate. 

The new law will not make insurance any 
Cheaper than it is, but it may make it higher. 

That is Mr. Wilson’s opinion, and in sup- 
pertof it he recalled the fact that some thir- 
teen companies operating in Georgia, which 
are not members of the association, refuse to 
Write risks for a less rate than that charged by 
association companies. That shows that in- 
Siead of raising rates the association las 
brought them down ‘as low as they can be 
brought. If this is uot true, according to Mr. 
Wilson, those companies out of the association 
Would write for less, which they have-refused 
doing,

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
Asks the Government 


TO HAVE ITS ORDERS ENFORCED. 


An Important Case, in Which Three Rail- 
roads Are the Defendants, Filed 
in the Circuit Court. 


A suit of unusual importance was filed in 
the circuit court yesterday morning. 

's inveises the power of the interstate com- 
merce commission to regulate the commerce in 
the several states, and to have questions that 
nrise under the interstate commerce act ad- 
judicated by the courts without the interven- 
tion of a jury. 

The commission has power given it by law, 
but if it makes a judgment dgainst a common 
carrier and their order is disobeyed, then the 
commission may appeal tothe courts under 
the interstate commerce act for the enforce- 
ment of the order. 

It is this which the commission has done. 

In the fall ef 1889 the James & Mayer 
Buggy Company,of Cincinnati, shipped a num- 
ber of buggies to Social Circle, Ga., over the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific, 
Western and Atlantic and the Georgia roads. 
‘These charged @ rate of more than one dollar 
per 100 pounds over the entire line. 

The company thereupon made a complaint 
to the interstate commerce commission on 
October ist of the same year. The commis- 
sion heard it and issued an order to the 
roads. 

It was ‘‘that they desist from charging or re- 
ceiving any greater compensation in the ag- 
gregate for transportation iu less than car- 
loads of buggies, carriages -and other 
articles classified by them as freight of the 
first class, for a shorter distance over the line 
formed by their several railroads from Cincin- 
nati, in the state of Ohio, to Social Circle, in 
the state of Georgia, than they charge or re- 
eeive for transportation of the said articles in 
less tham carloads for a longer distance over 
the same line, from Cincinnati to Augusta, in 
the state of Georgia.’’ 

“Nor have the said defendants,’’ the order 
continues, ‘the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific company and the Western and 
Atlantic, from and after the 20th of July, 1891, 
wholly ceased and desisted from charging or 
receiving any greater compensation,”’ etc. 

‘‘And the petition attaches hereto by way of 
specification of some of the particulars in 
which the said defendants have failed to com- 
ply with the said order and the report of the 
said commission, an affidavit of C. C. McCain, 
auditor of the said commission, showing the 
rates on the articles mentioned in the said or- 
der now charged by the said defendant in vio- 
Jation thereof.”’ 

The commission filed the bill in equity in 
the United States courts yesterday morning, 
praying among other things for a writ of in- 
junction to restrain the defendants from con- 
tinuing in violation or disobedience tothe or- 
der of the commission, and that the decree be 
entered requiring the defendants each to pay 
2 sum not exceeding $500 for every day after 
n day to be named in the decree, should they 
{ail to obey the injunction. 

The caso is practically this: 

The railroads wished to charge and did 
charge fora through shipment from Cincin- 
vati ¢o Social Circle as.much as fora similar 
shipment to Augusta. 

‘The interstate commerce, when complaincd 
lo by the shippers, ordered the roads to diseon- 
tinue such charges. 

The roads refused to obey, and now the 
commigsion wishes to compel them, and ap- 
peais to the courts of the United States. 

The decision will have great. importance 
and bearing. The case will be heard at the 
March term. 

An Increased Business. 

The loca) weather bureau will today recetve 
another assistant. Mr. Julius M. Sherrier, of 
Morehead, Minn., will arrive this morning 
and take up his work under Mr, Pank Morrill. 

Since the new forecast oflicial has been in 
charge of the local weather bureau, the im- 
provements and additions to this department 
have necessitated an increased force. 

Hereafter the weather map will have seventy 
stations, instead of fifty-twe. 

A Rough Chase. 

Deputy Marshal J. A. Downs has returned 
from an exciting chase. 

Saturday he went down to Union county, in 
Owltown district. He took with him T. B. 
Gillespie, and together they went in search of 
James Wilson, a moenshiner, who is badiv 

wanted by the government. Wilson had @s- 
caped from the officers several times,-and they 
were auxious to get him. 

The fellow was standing near his home when 
the marshal approached. He put his hand in 
his breast pocket and was dtawing forth a re- 
volver, when Downs divined his intention and 
quickly ‘‘covered’’ him. As he did so, the 
officer started towards him. Wilson took to 
his heels, aud immediately there was a lively 
pursuit. 

The two men called to the fleet moonshiner 
to halt, but he ran all the swifter through a 
hottom. They followed, each emptying his 
pistol at the fellow. 

Wilson was eyidently struck for he left 
drops of blood in his path, but he finally 
reached a thicket and suceeeded in escaping. 
The two officers will go after him again ina 
few days.

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THEY ARE NOT PASSED FREE. 


But Policemen Not in Usaiform Must Pay 
Full Fare. 


The Consolidated Street Railway Company 
has not, as has been reported, granted passes 
to the police departnrent, but according to the 
order issued by f resident Hurt several weeks 
ago, concerning which a lively correspondence 
followed between him and President English 
of the police board, policemen notin uniform 
will pay their fare as other citizens. 

The report that the order had been changed 
grew out of the conference between Superin- 
tendent Matlack aud Chief Connolly, in which 
it was agreed that the company would issue 
six passes to as many private detectives, who, 
on account of the nature of their business, did 
not wear uniforms, and consequently would 
not be entitled to ride under the general order 
allowing policewer only in uniform to ride 
free. Superintendent Matlack consented to 
issue six passes for private detectives, and 
from this it was currently reported that the 
previous order had been rescinded. 

Superintendent Matlack and Chief Connolly 
have been corresponding with each other 
lately concerning the matter, and the outline 
of the correspor dence is presented below. 


A Charge of Intimidation. 


he first letter was addressed to President 
Hurt, in which the superintendent said that it 
had been reported to him that Private Detect- 
ives Bedford and Crim had boarded a Metro- 
politan caron the 14th instant,and had in- 
sisted on their right to ride free. The éon- 
ductor demanded their fare; and stopped 
the car, whereupon the detectives threat- 
ened to “do him up” if he tried to put 
them off. ‘As they were armed,” said 
Superintendent Matlack, “tthe drive’ did 
nething further, but | was forced to det them 
ride without paying.”” .The superintendent 
then asked Mr. Hurt his advice as to taking 
the matter up with the police department to 
see ifanything could be done to assist in 
handling suc ‘y cases 

President Hurt replied bv suggesting that 
the attention of the chief of police be called to 
the compiaint above made, and that his co- 
operation be asked in enforcing the company’s 
rules. Superintendent Matlack, after a con- 
ference with the chief of police, wrote him a 
letter giving him his constr uetion of the agree- 
ment reached. In this letter he stated that he 
was having tickets printed ‘‘which are to be 
used by six members of your special force, 
whose peculiar duties require them always to 
appear in citizens’ clothes.”” “Such de- 
tectives,’’ said the ninerintondiont, “will be 
proy ided with a book of passes, but the order 
already issued, requiring conductors to collect 
fare from other oflicers of the police force when 
not in uniform is to be enforced the same as 
heretofere.” 

To this Chief Connolly replied, giving the 
names of the detectives for whom he asked 
for pagses, and concluding, said : 

“T would like also to get a book of passes for 
J. R. Thompson, who has charge of the police 
telegraph.”’ 

To this Superintendent Matlack replied, 
announcing his ‘purpose of issuing passes to 
the detectives whose names were giv en by the 
chief. ‘In regard to the inspector,’’ said he, 

“since it is necessary to draw the line some- 
where, I do not see that I can extend the use 
of the passes beyond the special officers named. 
The same necessity for his going in citizens 
clothes, I presume, does not exist, as in the 
case of the special detectives.” 

Thus the matter ended, and with the excep- 
tion of the specia! detectives whose names were 
furnished by the chief of police, who do not 
wear uniform while on duty, the men on the 
force will pay as usual, unless they are in uni- 
form. 


RELICS OF A Lost STEAMER, 


A Silver Drinking Cup Found Imbedded in 
the Sand. 


Fort GAINES, Ga., October 26.—[Special.] 
A large silver drinking ¢ cup, a bale of cotton 
and two large wash bowls were found by Mr. 
J. E. Turnipseed imbedded in the sand near 
where Sandy creek empties into the river, five 
miles north of this city, last Tuesday evening. 
The cup had the name of the “Steamer W. D. 
Chipley’ engraved init. [t will be remem- 
bered that several years ago a steamer by that 
name ran into a rock ledge near that point 4 
and sank, some lives being lost. Whether 
the cotton was part of the cargo is not known, 
though it is in a somewhat decayed condition.
